Reasons For Allowance 
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The combination as claimed wherein said potential waveform is calculated by 
adding the absolute values of said current vectors in a period from start time of 
depolarization of the heart to end time of depolarization of the heart, and it is calculated 
by subtracting the absolute values of said current vectors from the value of said 
potential waveform at the end of depolarization of the heart in a period from the end of 
depolarization of the heart to end time of repolarization of the heart (claims 1,11,12) 
or calculating a potential waveform in a period corresponding to depolarization of the 
heart using the claimed formula and calculating a potential waveform in a period 
corresponding to repolarization of the heart using another claimed formula (claims 5, 9) 
is not disclosed, suggested, or made obvious by the prior art of record. 



Prior Art 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Tsukada et al. (US 6,230,037) discloses a biomagnetic field 
measuring apparatus (Fig. 7). Tsukada et al. discloses temporal waveforms of 
tangential component (Bx) (Fig. 13) and time interval T1 indicating depolarization of the 
heart and T2 indicating repolarization of the heart (Fig. 13).
